The Welfare State 


Canadians are used to hearing the ‘“wel- 
fare state” talk emanating from United States

The actual fact is that Canada is spending 
far more per capita on the welfare state than

Last year the United States spent six cents 
of every budget dollar on social welfare, 
while Canada spent 22 cents on the same 
measures.

Of every 
budget dollar, the U.S. spent cents on mili- 
tary protection while Canada expended only 
18 cents 

In view of this, and whether or 
behind the welfare state idea, it seems rather 
funny to hear of lambasting American Re- 
publicans spouting off about the vast amount 
of money the Democratic Congress is spend- 
ing on socialism! With only six cents of 
every dollar going to welfare, such

$25 MILLION CIVIC CENTRE

EXPRESSED ON 


Businessmen of South Edmonton expressed a variety of 
opinions on the proposed Detwiler Civic Centre when approach- 


ed by a Sun reporter this week. 


While some expressed 


opposition to the project, general opinion indicated that it was 
probably a sound scheme, although it is regrettable that Cana- 
dian finance is not behind the project. 


Since last January a heated con- 
troversy has been going on in Ed- 
monton over the proposition pre- 
sented by L. EB. Detwiler, represent- 
ative of the New York First New 
Amsterdam Corporation, which 
proposes to erect a vast $25,000,000 
civic centre in the heart of Edmon- 
ton. 

A. F. Dreger, South Side real 
estate man, told the Sun: “I think 
it's a good idea. We need projects 
of this nature, but why not some- 
thing on the South Side?” 

Mr. Dreger asserted that down- 
town Edmonton lacked planning, 
and that he did not feel that busi- 
ness in South Edmonton would be 
affected by the downtown project. 

A different kind of viewpoint 
was expressed by F. R. Lidgate, 
South Side businessman: 

“Tf they’re willing to invest that 
much money here, they must think 
we're real suckers,” said Mr. Lid- 
gate. He said the project will 
drain a tremendous profit out of 
Edmonton and back into the States, 
and that either the city or Cana- 
dian interests should finance any 
such schemes. 

“In most cities the trend is to- 
ward de-centralization,” continued 
Mr, Lidgate, “but the Detwiler 
scheme is a step in the opposite 
direction.” In reference to the pro- 
posed parking facilities for 1,800 
cars, Mr. Lidgate thought that 
many would just as soon stay at

as go downtown and pay for car- 
parking. 


“But at any rate, it wouldn't 
hurt business in South Edmon- 
ton,” he concluded, 


The viewpoint that such projects 
should be financed by Canadian, or 
at least British, capital was once 
again expressed by a South Ed- 
monton businessman, Mr. McMor- 
die: 

“But if local interests can’t fin- 
ance such a project, I suppose we'll 
have to leave it to the New York- 
ers,” he told the Sun, 

“But why not a similar develop- 
ment in South Edmonton?” Mr. 
McMordie wanted to know. 

Roy Norem, South Side business- 
man, says the Detwiler scheme, 
even though it is financed by Am- 
ericans, is a good thing for the city 
because Canadians don't seem te 
want to invest in their own country 


“If we waited for Canadians 
to develop oil fields, there would. 
n't be an oil well in the country,” 
he asserted. 


Jim Layton, another South Side 
business leader, told the Sun that 
“It'll be too bad if we don't get it, 
for Edmonton is certainly big 
enough for a project of this na- 
ture.” 

“It’s an opportunity,” he said, 
“for taxpayers to get these facili- 
ties without having to put up their 
own money.” 

“It will bring more business in 
than people can handle,” Mr. Lay- 
ton continued. “Business all over 
the city is bound to increase as 
such a development will draw a lot 
of money into the city.” 

“But I'm afraid it's cooked,” he 
added, 


Mr. Layton also mentioned 
that Mr. Detwiler had told him 
that his firm foresaw a greater 
future for South Edmonton than 
for the north side of the city, 


Summing up the opinions ex- 
pressed in the five interviews, one 
opposed the plan, four were in 
favor, while two of those thought 
it should be a Canadian project.
